Residential Gas Programs

Home Energy Reports makes up ~38% of planned residential 
savings

Progress towards savings goals is slower than in years past

Past years progress towards goals likely inflated by 
overperformance, which was corrected for in 2019 Plan



Residential Gas Programs

These programs make up ~37% of planned residential savings

Progress towards savings goals through Q1 has increased year 
over year for the last several years



C&I Gas Programs

Progress through Q1 similar to previous 
years disregarding 2017 anomaly

Large Retrofit program makes up ~74% 
of planned C&I savings

New Construction programs makes up 
~20% of planned C&I savings

Progress through Q1 has been slower 
than it was in each of the past two years



Gas Spending

Percent of total income eligible and residential budgets are 
tracking similar to years past

Percent of total C&I budget 
spent through Q1 is lower 
than previous two years



Electric Savings

Progress towards savings goal tracking slower across all programs 
compared to previous years at the end of the first quarter 



C&I Electric Programs

Large Retrofit program makes up ~75% of planned portfolio savings and 
progress towards savings goals tracking much slower than in previous years



Residential Electric Programs

Lighting program makes up ~53% of planned residential savings

Progress towards savings goals slower than in years past

2018 progress largely due to similarly aggressive push with a 
lower target



Residential Electric Programs

Progress towards savings goals through Q1 has decreased year 
over year for the last several years for HVAC and EW SF 
Programs

More progress on these programs will be needed if they are to 
meet their goals

Consumer products is doing much better through Q1 than it had 
in past years



Electric Spending

Percent of total budget spent through Q1 has been lower,
